He predicted the 
House Ways and Means commit- 
tee will approve the tax cut at a 
meeting Feb. 16. 
THE BILL would advance by six 


months, to June 30, the presently 
scheduled lapse of an 11 per cent 
boost in individual income tax 
rates.

U.S. Reds Sentenced; Prefer Jail to Russia 
Prison Term 
Chosen Over 
Deportation 


Thirteen Given 
Sentences Ranging 
From 1 to 7 Years 


NEW YORK—(£>)—Seven 


Communist leaders today 
were sentenced to three years 
in prison—a fate they pre- 
ferred over banishment to 
Russia. 


They also were fined $6,000 each. 
Five other convicted party lead- 


ers were sentenced to two years in 
prison, and $4,000 fines each. The 
other defendant got one year in 
prison and a fine of $2,000. 


Had Conspired 


The 13 were convicted of con> 


spiring to advocate violent revolu- 
tion against the government. Max- 
imum sentence is five years in 
prison and $10,000 fine. 


The three-year prison terms were 


given Elizabeth Gurley Flynn, Pet- 
tis Perry, Alexander Bittelman, 
Alexander Trachtenberg, Victor J. 
Jerome, Louis Weinstock, and Ar- 
nold S. Johnson. 


Those sentenced to two years 


each are Albert F. Lannon, Betty 
Garnnett, Jacob Mindel, William 
W. Weinstone, and George Blake 
Charney.

One-Year Term 


Claudia Jones, a British subject 


from Trinidad,..got the one-year 
term. 


Federal Judge Edward J. Di- 


mock said he was not fixing the 
maximum penalties because he 
felt Congress did not intend such 
punishment for conspiracy to vio- 
late the Smith Act. 


The act makes "teaching and 


advocacy" of forcible overthrow of 
the government a crime. 


The judge said the top penalty in 


his opinion was intended only for 
"the worst conspiracy" to commit 
a. specific crime. 


He handed down the sentences, 


after the 13 Monday heatedly re- 
jected his suggestion that they 
might go to Russia rather than 
jail. 


Plea Offered 


Before fixing the penalties, he 


gave each defendant a chance to 
make a final plea to the court. 


The last of the defendants, Char- 


ney, 47-year-old party trade union 
director, declared—like the others 
before him—that he and his fellow 
defendants have no regret for their 
:onduct. 


"Innocent people have no reason 


'or remorse," he said, echoing the 
assertions of the others. "We are 
people of principles, proud of our 
Communist'views."

some space for a perennial garden 
or border. It need not be elaborate 
—just enough to supplement the 
color of the shrubbery and add in- 
terest to the home grounds. In ad- 
dition, the succession of bloom and 
the growth and development of 
plants will provide a change of 
scenery that will add to your own 
appreciation and enjoyment. 


"Making a perennial border is 


not difficult, but it involves some 
planning.

Border planning involves 
location, soil preparation, plant 
selection and planting design and 
procedure. 


"Two important factors to con- 


sider in locating a perennial gar- 
den are light and background. You 
can use some of the tall-growing 
perennials as a background if you 
don't have a fence, shiubbery, or 
other suitable material. 


"Most perennials need full sun. 


If some of the garden is shaded, 
select plants that will do well in 
shade. If you use shrubbery for a 
background, leave a grass section 
at least six feet wide between the 
shrubs and the border. If there are 
small trees nearby take their fu- 
ture size into consideration m plan- 
ning your perennial garden. 


"For your background use the 


taller plants that will have an 
attractive dense foliage through- 
out the season. Use the lower 
types that have good foliage and 
flower effect for edging. 
"Some people like edging plants 


because they serve as a frame for 
the rest of the planting frame. 
Others feel that borders do not 
blend well with the surrounding 
landscape."

What's to be done about the critical gap between Ameri- 


can industry's increasing demand for engineers and the de- 
clining supply of graduates from engineering schools? 


onn T^3 was the Problem considered Saturday by more than 
6W educators and industry representatives meeting at North- 
western University's Technological Institute for the school's 
tilth annual College-Industry conference. 


* mCI^rence E- Deakins» dean of students, Illinois Institute 
of Technology, pointed out that industry and the schools are 
presented with these key facts; each year the nation needs, 
for replacement alone, an estimated 30,000 new enginers. But 
mJun, 1953, colleges are expected to graduate 24,000 with 
this number declining to 19,000 in 1954 and to 17,000 in 1955. 


Discussing the problems involved in recruiting talented 


young persons for the engineering profession, Deakins said 
that industry itself is in direct competition with colleges for 
the high school graduate." 


• L <<The,,high school graduates with mechanical skills and 
interests, Deakins continued, "are the very boys who are 
attracted to the high.paying jobs in industry. Parents who 
find it difficult to finance their sons' education encourage 
them to take advantage of these attractive jobs."

"Perhaps the best present answer to the most difficult 


and pressing of the problems," Wendt concluded, "lies in a 
substantial expansion of the technical institute field 
If we 


can encourage more young men to prepare themselves,'in a 
period of two years, for positions in industry which' do not 
require nearly the amount of training expected of engineer- 
ing students, we can increase our technical forces and use 
our supply of engineers more effectively."

Shakedown of $81,000

Some stories ripen ilowly. Thif 'on* hai taken about 25 years 


since Tex Rickard first told it to me. 


William E. McCormack, the notorious Mr. Big of the New York 


waterfront, took the stand befor* th« New York itate crime commis- 
sion last Thursday and said the story of his extortion of $81,500 from 
Rickard by means of a shake-down at the time of the Dempsey-Firpo 
fight was "an alcoholic's dream." 


The story he referred to was mine. It was published on Oct. 


3, 1951. 


The next day, last Friday, Francis X. McQuade, a retired New 


York magistrate who was a partner in the New York Giants at the 
time of the shakedown, sat himself in the same chair that Mr. Big 
had occupied and identified McCormack as the one 
who not only extorted the money from Rickard, but 
returned it to him, McQuade, in his magisterial 
chambers. 


The Dempsey-Firpo fight was pulled 'off in the 


Polo Grounds and Rickard promoted the show in a 
business arrangement the details of which are im- 
material here. The important facts arc that Bill 
McCormack. with a reputation for physical strength 
and brutality so' fearsome that one great ex-cham- 
pion heavyweight and other men of famous physi- 
cal prowess go in fear of him, has been identified 
from the stand, under oath, after all this time, as the grafter who 
shook down Rickard and thus betrayed the trust and friendship of 
Governor Al Smith. 


Smith had put McCormack into the license committee of the prize 


fight commission as a loyal friend for the sole purpose of protecting 
his administration from scandal. Smith hated prizefighting, but Jim- 
my Walker, his junior, in the Tammany political machine, was a 
fan and had put through the law which legalized fighting after a lapse 
of four years.. 


Smith didn't trust Walker or his friends. He new corruption was 


a natural condition in the racket. But he figured that his friend, good 
old Bill McCormack, the waterfront slugger, and his former partner 
in 
He knew the crooks, he was a hard-fisted, direct-actionist and the 
racketeers would take no liberties with him. 


Not long before he died, I called 


on Smith, then retired to his sine- 
cure job as manager of the Em- 
pire State building; and asked him 
the straight of it.

owner of the Polo Grounds, from 
1919 to 1928. He knew McCormack 
when McCormack was "licensing 
commissioner" with authority over 
the issuance of licenses for prize- 
fights. Charlie Stoneham, an old 
bucket-shop and race-track oper- 
ator, was "head" of the company. 


McQuade said there was "con- 


versation" between him and Stone- 
ham about the gross receipts of 
the 
Dempsey-Firpo 
fight and, 


asked for the "substance" thereof, 
said Stoneham "called me into his 
office and told me about Tex Rick- 
ard handing over to the license 
commission — commissioner—$81,- 
500 which, in Mr. Stoneham's opin- 
ion, he had no right to do." 


"Did Mr. Stoneham tell you 


what that $81.500 represented in 
connection with the gross receipts 
so far as the National Exhibition 
Company was concerned?" 


"Yes sir." 
*"Was it 25 per cent of the gross 
receipis?" 


"Substantially that. 
Now just 


whether it was 25 per cent I'm not 
clear on. 


There may be new hilarity aris 


ing here. 
Newspaper records o 


the time put the gross receipts a 
$1,188,000 and while this does no 
include the movies and radio 
those were peanut auxiliaries in 
those days. 
Ed Mulrooney, who 


was police commissioner under 
Jimmy Walker and has known 
about this episode all these years 
and 
who is now a member of 


the very crime commission which 
is hearing the testimony, tells with 
amusement of a deal'on Rickard's 
part which may have distorted the 
true figures. He said Tex sold a 
lot of tickets from wagons in the 
streets at the last hour. The rec- 
ords of these sales necessarily 
were very informal. 


Continuing, McQuade said ne 


told Stoneham he would try to gel 
the money back. 
Stoneham, he 


said, had told him that there would 
have been no license unless Rick- 
ard put up the money. 


McQuade said he called McCor- 


mack to his magisterial chambers 
a short time after the fight and 
"demanded that he return to me 
within two hours the $81.500 which 
he had received from Tex Rickard 
for his permission to let the fight 
go on. He didn't say anything, 
but went out and got' the $8i,' 
500 within two hours and returned 
it to me." 


Smith told me he sent word to 


McCormack ordering him to re- 
turn the money to Tex and told 
him he was through both as his 
friend and as license committee- 
man. 
Jim Farley is skittish in 


discussing sensitive matters, but 
he says < Charlie Murphy, the chief 
of Tammany Hall, got into the 
act and passed the word. In this 
crisis, Smith picked Farley to be 
a member of the boxing commis- 
sion and in so doing he sent him 
to Walker who told him the whole 
story as he knew It. 


Rickard told me the money was 


his own, putting the figure at *80,- 
000. 
He said that when he asked 


McCormack to give it back, Mc- 
Cormack toid him he had handed 
It to McQuade in a taxicab and 
sent him to McQuade. Tex said 
he called on McQuade and Stone- 
ham in their office and that Mc- 
Quade offered to fight him for it. 


McQuade, though old. sick and 


feeble now, was a tough brawler 
those days. Part of his nose is 
missing and the story went that 
somebody had bitten it off. 


Tex said he offered to fight Mc- 


Quade down on Broadway and said 
McQuade answered that Tex just 
wanted cops handy to save him. 
Anyway, Tex said the $80,000 was 
his and that McQuade and Stone- 
ham wouldn't give him any part 
of it. 


McQuade testified that he turned 


the money over to Stoneham. 


A letter was entered in the rec- 


ord from Stoneham to John Me- 
Graw, the field manager of the 
Giants ball-club and a partner in 
the firm, dated Aug. 24, 1925, re- 
cording the entry on the Giants 
books of $81,500 as of Feb. 1. 1924, 
so as to make a clear account for 
tax requirements.

If hiring help ia 
out of the question, then he will 
have to help her with home duties 
if their home is to be as well run 
as though she were a full-time 
homemaker. 


If he chooses not to assume any 


responsibility around 
the house 


then he has no kick coming If 
things don't run as smoothly as h« 
likes. 


But here is one word of caution 


for the working wife. Don't make 
the mistake of blaming your Job 
because you are not doing things 
you could manage to get don*. Let 
it excuse you from what you ac- 
tually can't do, but not for poor 
management or lack of interest 
in your home. You'll have to b« 
scrupulously honest with yourself 
to make that distinction, but make 
it you must. 


Some wives choose to work be- 


cause they hate housework. And 
you must be sure that you aren't 
one of them. For using a job as 
an excuse to duck a wife's home- 
making responsibilities is one' of 
the biggest mistakes a wife can 
make.

S. embassy officials said they had 
no doubt the Communist report of 
Lauber's flight to the East was 
correct.

Jenner, Yates said, has "assert- 


ed his good faith in receiving dis 
ability retirement pay and his will- 
ingness to repair the entire amount. 


The question of disability pay 


ments to Jenner was referred to 
the comptroller general's 
office 


last September^ 


At that time, Jenner was running 


for re-election. 


He told reporters then that he 


knew of no law that would pro 
hibit the payments, adding that if 
they turned out to be illegal, it 
would be "just another example of 
gross federal disregard of'yic tax- 
payers' money." 


The payments were based on an 


eye ailment which Jenner said be- 
gan while he was serving in the 
Army Air Corps. Hhe first noticed 
the ailment in 1944, he said. 


Yates' letter said Jenner has 


kept disability checks — uncashed

New Taxing 
Method May 
Ease Gripes 


A new method of tax assessment 


for farm land promises to take the 
gripes and headaches out of that 
controversial subject.' At any rate, 
the method has been successful in 
counties that are using it. 


In sort, this new method of 


assessment places each piece of 
land in a class according to its 
long-range ability to produce. Soil 
productivity determines valuation. 


Appraisers for the Federal Land 


Bank and national farm loan asso- 
ciations have used 'this technique. 
They know soils. An auger is their 
tool of trade. 


Now assessors in severaPcoun- 


ties have almost eliminated, com- 
plaints about inequality of rural 
assessments by using'the ability-to- 
produce evaluation. 


The tax men say they get excel- 


lent cooperation from-farmers, ac- 
cording to a report in the February 
issue of Capper's Farmer. Of 
course, there is some opposition, 
since assessments are raised about 
as often as they are lowered. 


"However, when an objector 


learns that all lands in the' county 
have been similarly treated, he 
usually admits that his land is 
really good and'that he should pay 
a higher tax than a neighbor who 
has poorer land," states the nation- 
al farm magazine. 


The article tells in detail how 


county assessors in Iowa and Cali- 
fornia introduced the assessment 
method in their areas. The first 
step, of'course, is to map,, grade 
and rate soils. That often can be 
simplified with information sup- 
plied by. several organiztaions. 


Full participation of local people 


is an important factor in making 
such a program successful, not 
only to gain acceptance, but-to tap 
that large reservoir of experience 
in getting production from 
the 


land. •

Republic of Korea (ROK) infantry 
divisions have been trained and 
the divisions can be activated for 
combat duty at a moment's notice, 
it was learned on good authority 
today.

Van Fleet's successor, Lt. Gen. 


Maxwell D. Taylor, arrived in Ko- 
rea today and pledged to continue 
the expansion of the ROK Army 
started by. his predecessor. He de- 
clared such expansion is a vital 
part of the American Far Eastern 
program. 


The ROKs now are manning two- 


thirds of the 155-mile Korean battle 
front. 


The freshly-trained troops may 


be part of six separate regiments 
authorized last November when

Taylor arrived today and began a 
round 
of briefings 
prior 
to 


launching a personal survey of his 
new command—the U. S. Eighth 
Army. 


The famed paratroop "jumping 


general" of World War n flew In 
from Tokyo shortly after outnum- 
bered South Koreans drove off 650 
attacking North 
Koreans on the 


frozen Eastern Front. The battle- 
line elsewhere was quiet. 


Taylor will take over as United 


Nations field commander from re- 
tiring Gen. James A. Van Fleet. 
He said the change in command 
would come within a few days. 


At a news conference, Taylor 


described himself as "just a green 
replacement7" He said he would 
continue Van Fleet's planned ex- 
pansion of the South Korean Army. 


Shortly before Taylor's arrival, 


North Korean Reds hurled a bat- 
tallion-sized attack across more 
than a mile of the freezing front 
against "Luke the Cook's castle"

curity.
